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Hustonville mayor withdraws from election

HUSTONVILLE 
Hustonville Mayor Marc 
Spivey has withdrawn from 
the coming election and will 
not seek a new term. 

Former Hustonville 
Mayor Larry "Pup" Doss 
filed as a write-in candidate 
for the seat on Monday, but 
said he was unaware that 
Spivey had withdrawn until 


he filed his write-in papers. 

County Clerk George 
Spoonamore told The 
Interior Journal on Monday 
that Spivey had withdrawn. 
The form showing Spivey’s 
official withdrawal was sub¬ 
mitted to Spoonamore’s 
office Oct. 10. 

"His name will still appear 
on the ballot," Spoonamore 
said. "But when those votes 
come in, they will not be 
counted." 


Spivey, who was running 
unopposed, has given no 
specific reason for with¬ 
drawing and said Tuesday 
morning he has no comment. 

When asked if he would 
finish out his current term as 
mayor, Spivey said, "I guess 
you’ll find out." 

Spivey’s withdrawal 
means Doss, who served as 
Hustonville mayor prior to 
Spivey’s predecessor, Cecil 
Maddox, was running unop¬ 


posed as the only write-in 
candidate as of Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Maddox resigned unex¬ 
pectedly at the end of 
Hustonville’s regularly 
scheduled meeting in March. 
Spivey, who was on the city 
council at the time, was 
voted into the mayor’s seat 
by his fellow council mem¬ 
bers. 

Spoonamore said Tuesday 
afternoon one other person 


has called his office express¬ 
ing interest in becoming a 
write-in candidate for the 
Hustonville mayor seat, but 
the person did not give out a 
name. 

The deadline to file as a 
write-in candidate is noon 
Oct. 27. 

Spivey’s departure will 
mark the third major person-

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Stanford 
police track 
down escapee

STANFORD 
Stanford police officers 
tracked down Oct. 10 a 
man who escaped from a 
Louisville correctional 
facility Oct. 8. 

After Louis Taylor, 24, 
went missing from the 
Louisville facility Oct. 8, 
police initiated a search 
and told the public they 
considered him danger¬ 
ous, according to reports. 

Taylor contacted 
Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger Oct. 9 and 
agreed to turn himself in 
the next morning at the 
sheriffs office, according 
to Folger. 

But Taylor never 
turned himself in as 
planned. Folger said he 
was in contact with 
Taylor again Oct. 10 but 
Taylor was "throwing 
some curveballs" in 
regards to what he was 
planning to do next. 

Taylor is well-known 
to law enforcement offi¬ 
cers in the Lincoln 
County area, Detective 
Joe Gilliland said 
Thursday. 

Officer Tim Morris 
was checking several 
locations Taylor was 
known to frequent when 
he found the escapee at 
Logan Trace apartments 
on the east side of 
Stanford, Gilliland said. 

Contrary to some 
reports that said Taylor 
turned himself in, 
Gilliland said Stanford 
police re-captured 

Taylor. 

Morris and officer 
Preston Middleton arrest¬ 
ed Taylor and he was 
lodged in the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail. 

Taylor was transferred 
to the Metropolitan 
Department of 

Corrections in Louisville 
Oct. 10, where he 
remained in custody 
Tuesday.

Hearing held in Frankfort could 
determine fate of haunted house

FRANKFORT In less 
than two weeks, the state fire 
marshal’s office could 
decide the fate of the 
Hustonville Haunted House. 

Building owner Paul Gray 
and his attorney Daniel 
Elliott, of Danville, 
Hustonville Mayor Marc 


Spivey, Fire Chief Jimmy 
Lane and Lincoln County 
Attorney Daryl Day had a 
hearing Oct. 10 at the Office 
of the State Fire Marshal in 
Frankfort. Hearing Officer 
Mike Powers, who has more 
than 40 years of legal experi¬ 
ence, presided over the hear¬ 
ing. 

Since February, Gray and 
Hustonville officials have 


been at odds over the fate of 
the historic building located 
at 9837 E. Main St. In 
February, a portion of the 
wall collapsed and city offi¬ 
cials closed off a portion of 
Old Liberty Road in an effort 
to protect residents.

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Post offices in 
Waynesburg, 
McKinney to 
reduce hours

Post Office officials 
hear this week from 
members of the 
Waynesburg and 

McKinney communities 
about plans to scale back 
the number of hours their 
rural post offices are 
open for business. 

The United States 
Postal Service announced 
in May plans to reduce 
hours of operation for 
retail windows at approx¬ 
imately 13,000 small post 
offices, including 421 
post offices in Kentucky. 

The Waynesburg Post 
Office’s retail window 
would be open six hours a 
day and McKinney’s 
would be open two hours 
a day under the plan. 

Both locations are cur¬ 
rently open for eight 
hours a day. 

The plan also calls for 
a reduction in retail win¬ 
dow hours at the Kings 
Mountain Post Office 
from eight to four hours a 
day, but Kings Mountain 
Postmaster Richie Richey 
said that plan won’t take 
effect for another two 
years. 

Waynesburg and 

McKinney customers 
have received surveys in 
the mail asking them 
about their post-office 
use and announcing pub¬ 
lic meetings to discuss 
the proposed cutbacks. 

McKinney’s public 
meeting was held at the 
McKinney Post Office 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Waynesburg’s public 
meeting is scheduled for 
12 p.m. Friday at Double 
Springs Baptist Church’s 
fellowship hall. 

Richey said the meet¬ 
ings are part of the USPS’ 
effort to determine which 
hours would be best to be 
open in each community. 

The plan to reduce 
hours at small post 
offices is an effort to 
avoid closing them 
entirely, according to a 
press release from the 
USPS. 

While retail window 
hours will be reduced, 
P.O. box and retail lobby

Court proceedings against 
'Muslims'filmmaker must 
walk fine free-speech line 


There’s nothing in the First 
Amendment that says we 
have to like Mark Basseley 
Youssef. Or Nakoula 
Basseley Nakoula. Or Sam 
Bacile. Or Nicola Bacily. 

Those names all appear to 
apply to the same person, the 
man behind production of the 
controversial, crudely done 
video that has angered 
Muslims worldwide. 

But the 45 words of the 
First Amendment do require 
that we protect Youssef’s 
rights, under whatever name, 
to express views and hold 
opinions that others find 
offensive without fear of 
being silenced or targeted by 
the government. 

And with much of the 
world operating under a very 
different concept — and often 
under different laws — 
regarding the scope of free- 
speech protection, we need to 
keep in mind that what hap¬ 
pens here to unpopular speak¬ 
ers can easily be misunder¬ 
stood elsewhere by the 
unknowing, or distorted by 
the dictatorial. 

In Youssef’s case, the 
novice filmmaker is also a 
convicted criminal, having 
pleaded “no contest” in 2010 
to a credit-card fraud charge 
involving the use of fake 
names. He was sentenced to 
21 months in prison, but was 
released on parole in June 
2011 with conditions barring

him from accessing the 
Internet without approval and 
from using any name other 
than his legal name. 

The video, “Innocence of 
Muslims” portrays Islam’s 
revered Prophet Muhammad 
as a religious fraud and sexual 
deviant. Youssef was arrested 
last month and charged with 
lying to federal investigators 
who in the wake of fatal riot¬ 
ing overseas were looking 
into production of the video. 
Prosecutors claim Youssef 
applied for a passport under 
one name, applied for a dri¬ 
ver’s license under another 
name, and used a third name 
in connection with the video. 

On Oct. 10, Youssef denied 
violating his probation condi¬ 
tions. He’s being held without 
bail because officials fear 
he’ll flee the U.S., in part to 
hide from Muslim extremists 
who have vowed to kill him 
for his blasphemy. 

If prosecutors can prove in 
court that that Youssef is 
Nakoula is Bacile or Bacily, 
the situation would seem fair¬ 
ly straightforward. He violat¬ 
ed terms of parole. Back to 
jail. 


But like the very Middle 
East conflict into which the 
man has thrust himself, little 
is “straightforward” about this 
situation, including his legal 
predicament and its implica¬ 
tions for free expression in the 
U.S. 

Youssef’s prosecution for 
violating parole conditions 
seems to have moved extraor¬ 
dinarily quickly in compari¬ 
son to the usual pace in such 
cases. Some claim the White 
House is pushing the case 
“through the back door” to do 
what it cannot do openly: 
punish Youssef for producing 
a film that U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton called 
“disgusting and reprehensi¬ 
ble.” 

As for Youssef’s potential 
violations, such prosecutions 
take place every day. If feder¬ 
al officials had not reacted, 
it’s likely that critics would 
be attacking them for doing 
nothing. 

But bearing the gold stan¬ 
dard of free speech interna¬ 
tionally also means special 
obligations for the United 
States. What some may see as 
a procedural response to a 
parolee’s misstep may instead 
echo worldwide as mere sub¬ 
terfuge for circumventing our 
basic freedoms. 

U.S. District Judge 
Christina Snyder has sched¬ 
uled an evidentiary hearing 
for Nov. 9 as the next step in 


Youssef’s saga. The judge is 
walking a fine line. Move too 
quickly and the matter will be 
seen as appeasement to those 
who want Youssef kept in jail 
and as a repudiation of cen¬ 
turies of U.S. free-speech 
protection. Move too slowly 
and Youssef likely remains 
jailed — with the same 
effect. 

The challenge for Judge 
Snyder and for prosecutors is 
to keep the process moving, 
as transparently as possible, 
and to separate the parole 
issues from the political ones. 
Holding bigoted religious 
views is indeed reprehensible 
— but not illegal. If the gov¬ 
ernment wants to prosecute 
Youssef on a charge of delib¬ 
erately and directly inciting 
violence with his video — if 
proven, one of the few, very 
narrow legal restrictions on 
free speech — it should do 
so, and make its case in pub¬ 
lic. 

The First Amendment is 
not a shield for lawbreakers, 
but it is one against govern¬ 
ment officials who would use 
the letter of the law to void 
the shelter of its 45 words.

Presidents 
don’t control 
gas prices 


’’There are three kinds 
of lies: lies, damn lies and 
statistics,’’ Mark Twain 
famously wrote in his 
autobiography. 

What isn’t quite so 
famous is that Twain’s 
aphorism borrowed from a 
19th century Russian who 
commented, ’’There are 
three kinds of lie: a small 
lie, a big lie, and politics.’’ 

The two versions have 
been joined this campaign 
year in the irrational dis¬ 
cussion about the emotion¬ 
al issue of gasoline prices. 

As contenders during 
the Republican primary 
fought to outdo each other 
in their anti-Obama fervor, 
the convenient fact arose 
that gas prices had dou¬ 
bled during the president’s 
tenure. 

Mitt Romney, now the 
party’s nominee, has taken 
up the cry as one of his 
talking points and it’s been 
adopted by a host of oth¬ 
ers. 

It’s a claim that can be 
supported through a nar¬ 
row statistical lens. 

When Obama took 
office in January of 2009, 
in the heart of the largest 
economic downturn since 
the Great Depression, gas 
prices had sunk to an aver¬ 
age of $1,353 a gallon. 

However, a slightly 
longer lens provides a dif¬ 
ferent truth. During the 
first month, even the first 
days, Obama was presi¬ 
dent, gas prices were more 
than $2 a gallon lower 
than months earlier when 
George W. Bush was pres¬ 
ident. 

Indeed, average prices 
in 2009 and 2010, the first 


two years of Obama’s 
presidency, were lower 
than the averages during 
the last two years of 
Bush’s term. (All histori¬ 
cal numbers from the U.S. 
Energy Information 
Administration, 
www.eia.gov.) 

What is the truth in all 
these statistics? 

It’s simply that, as Fox 
News and other conserva¬ 
tive outlets asserted when 
prices skyrocketed while 
Republicans were trying 
to hold onto the White 
House, the president does¬ 
n’t control gas prices. 

That truth seems to 
have evaporated in the 
four years since. Many of 
the same sources are now 
hounding Obama about 
gas prices. 

But they were right the 
first time. When oilman 
Bush was president prices 
fluctuated just as they 
have under Obama. 

Oil prices, which drive 
gasoline prices, are affect¬ 
ed by a wide range of fac¬ 
tors that most of us can 
agree are out of the con¬ 
trol of any U.S. president: 
the weather, wars, politi¬ 
cal tensions and global 
market forces like reces¬ 
sions. 

Federal energy policy 
will in the long term 
affect our economy and 
voters should give deep 
consideration to Obama’s 
policies and those pro¬ 
posed by Romney. 

But warping statistics to 
scare voters over a hot- 
button issue like gasoline 
prices confirms the obser¬ 
vation that politics is a 
step below even big lies.

husband were considering 
where they would like to 
relocate after deciding to 
leave the west coast. 
’’Rolling hills, lush green 
grass — it looked perfect 
for horses.’’ 

Ladwig has a pair of day 
jobs, working as a hygien¬ 
ist and running Maple 
Swamp Farm, which offers 
horse breeding and training 
services.

SOMERSET - The high 
school football post-season 
is still three weeks away, but 
for Lincoln County, the play¬ 
offs have already started. 

Fourth place and a playoff 
berth in Class 5A, District 7 
were on the line here Friday 
night, and the Patriots did 
their part to make sure their 
season is extended by 
defeating Southwestern 24- 
14 at the Reservation. 

“Our kids knew the impor¬ 
tance of this game. They had 
a choice to make and they 
chose to play to win 
tonight,” Lincoln coach 
Mike Settles said. 
“(Southwestern) is a team 
that last year knocked us out 
of winning the district cham¬ 
pionship, and to knock them 
out of making the playoffs 
feels pretty darn good.” 

Lincoln (5-4, 2-2 district) 
led 14-0 at halftime and 
thwarted a second-half 
Warrior comeback effort to 
secure the fourth-place spot. 

Marvin Robinson, who 
had a game-high 118 yards 
on 28 carries, got the 
Patriots’ scoring started. 
Both teams fumbled away 
their opening possessions, 
but Lincoln hit paydirt on its 
second drive with Robinson 
finishing off the 70-yard 
series with a 12-yard scoring 
run with 9:14 still to play in 
the first quarter. 

Both offenses stumbled 
after the opening score, with 


Southwestern either punting 
or fumbling the ball while 
Lincoln punted and threw it 
away. 

Boone Baird, Lincoln’s 
placekicker, tried to end the 
foibles and build on the lead 


when he attempted a 50-yard 
field goal in the second quar¬ 
ter. However, the kick fell 
just a couple yards short of 
the uprights. 

The Patriots would put up 
points on their next posses¬ 


sion. Lincoln fielded a 
Southwestern punt at the 
Warriors’ 36-yard line and 
needed just eight plays to 
reach the end zone. Justin 
Hubble completed a 14-yard 
pass to Trevor Gaines on the 


drive and Robinson ran for a 
first down before Hubble 
connected with Austin Cress 
for a 5-yard touchdown pass 
and a 14-0 lead with 1:44 left 
in the half.

HARRODSBURG - Last 
year, Lincoln ousted Burgin 
in a sweep in the first round 
of volleyball regionals.

HARRODSBURG - The 
Lincoln County boys soccer 
team knows the importance 
of a fast start.

They really 
wanted this win, but they did¬ 
n’t get it. Now we have to go 


into a tough regional.” 

Raul Martinez scored first 
for the Admirals (10-7-2), 
netting his first goal of the 
season with a little more than 
12 minutes left in the first 
half Wednesday, and that 
proved to be enough for the 
Admirals. 

With 12:24 to play in the 
first half, Martinez took a 
pass from Christian 
Gateskill-Luqua just outside 
the penalty box on the left 
side and lofted a shot that hit 
the top of the right post and 
bounced in to give Danville a 
1-0 lead and set a off a huge 
celebration as Martinez was 
mobbed by his teammates. 

“I thought it was going to

Beauman said the test they 
got Wednesday will help next 
week. 

“Chaz has done an awe¬ 
some job. (former coach) 
Wendy (Peters) got them 
going, the last two years they 
were in the region, and Chaz 
has continued to bring them 
on,” Beauman said of 
Lincoln. “We’ve got some 
good competition in the 
region, but if we fight like we 
were tonight we might have a

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takes is that one big save. If 
they score, that could com¬ 
pletely turn the game 
around.”

STANFORD - The 
Lincoln County girls soccer 
team’s hopes for a first-ever 
district title were dashed 
Wednesday night as the 
Boyle County girls collected 
their sixth straight district 
title by defeating the host 
Lady Patriots 4-0 in the 45th 
District Tournament final. 

“The score doesn’t say

- Boyle’s 12th of the season. 

“We’ve been doing a good 
job the last four, five years of 
really focusing on team 
defense,” Boyle coach Brian 
Deem said.

We got 
very complacent and expect¬ 
ed Lincoln to maybe back 
down.” 

“Hats off to them. They 
fought through and they 
came after us.

Harris scored the opening 
goal off a corner kick. 

Chelsea Gill fielded the kick 
in front of goal, took a shot 
and missed, and Harris was 
there to punch the ball back 
in on Lincoln goalkeeper 
Jerrica Kidd.

to convert for Boyle in the 
50th minute, booting in a 
high shot from left of goal 
into the top right comer.

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FARM FACTS

How to pest proof your home 


One of the best ways to 
limit unwanted intrusions 
by insects, rodents, birds, 
squirrels and other pests is 
to deny them entry -a proce¬ 
dure known as pest proof¬ 
ing. Many pests seek refuge 
in homes and buildings in 
response to changes in 
weather, such as extended 
periods of rain or drought, 
or the onset of cooler 
autumn temperatures. 
Taking steps to block their 
entry before they end up 
inside can greatly reduce 
the chances of future sight¬ 
ings. 

I want to give you six 
useful tips for best proofing 
one’s home or place of busi¬ 
ness: 

* install door sweeps or 
thresholds at the base of all 
exterior entry doors. Gaps 
of 1/16” or less will permit 
entry of insects and spiders. 
1/4" wide gaps (the diame¬ 
ter of a pencil) are large 
enough for mice to get in, 
Vi” gaps are adequate for 
rats to get inside. Pay partic¬ 
ular attention to the bottom 
comers of doors as this is 
often where rodents and 
insects enter. Apply caulk 
along bottom outside edge 
and sides of door thresholds 
to exclude ants and other 
small insects. 


*seal utility openings 
where pipes and wires enter 
the foundation and siding 
around outdoor faucets, 
receptacles, gas meters, 
clothes dryer vents and tele¬ 
phone/cable TV wires. 
These are common entry 
points for such pests as 
rodents, ants, spiders and 
yellow jackets. Holes can be 
plugged with caulk, cement, 
urethane expandable foam, 
steel wool or other suitable 
sealant. 

* caulk cracks around 
windows, doors, fascia 
boards, etc., use a good 
quality silicone or acrylic 
latex caulk. 

*repair gaps and tears in 
window and door screens. 
Doing so will help reduce 
entry of flies, gnats, mos¬ 
quitoes and midges during 
summer, and cluster flies, 
lady beetles and other over¬ 
wintering pests in autumn. 

* install 1/4" wire mesh 
(hardware cloth) over attic 
roof and crawl space vents 
in order to prevent entry of 
birds, bats, squirrels, 
rodents and other wildlife. 
Invest in a chimney cap to 
exclude birds, squirrels, rac¬ 
coons, and other nuisance 
wildlife. 

* consider applying an 
exterior (barrier) insecticide 


treatment. While sealing is 
the more permanent way to 
exclude pests originating 
from outdoors, comprehen¬ 
sive pest proofing is labor 
intensive and sometimes 
impractical. An alternative, 
pest proofing can be supple¬ 
mented by an exterior treat¬ 
ment with an insecticide. 
Homeowners will get the 
most for their efforts by 
applying longer lasting liq¬ 
uid formulations containing 
synthetic pyrethroids or 
slow release insecticides 
sold at hardware, lawn and 
garden shops and farm sup¬ 
ply stores. 

Apply with a pump-up 
sprayer or a hose end 
sprayer treating at the base 
of all exterior doors, garage, 
and crawl space entrances, 
around the foundation vents 
and utility openings, and up 
underneath siding. It may 
also be useful to treat 
around the outside perime¬ 
ter of the foundation in a six 
foot wide band along the 
ground and three feet up the 
foundation wall. When all 
else fails, a vacuum cleaner 
or broom is often the best 
response to the occasional 
bug that wanders in from 
outdoors.

Farm to School Week 
spotlights local foods in schools 


Fresh, local Kentucky 
Proud foods in schools help 
students maintain healthy 
weights and strong bodies 
while enabling farmers to 
make a living, Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer said in proclaiming 
Oct. 22-26 Farm to School 
Week in Kentucky. 

“More and more 
Kentucky schools are buy¬ 
ing foods from local farm¬ 
ers to serve to their stu¬ 
dents,” Commissioner 
Comer said. “The Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Farm to School Program 
helps schools connect with 
local producers. The 
schools buy fresh produce 
and meats to serve to their 
students. The farmers get 
another market for their 
products.” 

Thirty-one Kentucky 


school districts that partici¬ 
pate consistently in the 
Farm to School Program 
spent some $280,000 on 
local foods during the 2011- 
2012 school year.

“Fruits and vegetables 
grown locally and served at 
their peak of freshness are 
more nutritious than pro¬ 
duce trucked in from across 
the country or across the 
border,” Commissioner 
Comer said. “In a time 
when cases of overweight 
and obese children are at 
epidemic levels, it’s more 
important than ever that we 
provide our children with 


the best foods.” 

More than one-third of 
all Kentucky children are 
overweight or obese, the 
Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
reported. As a result, some 
Kentucky children are suf¬ 
fering from diseases nor¬ 
mally seen in adults, such 
as Type 2 diabetes, hyper¬ 
tension, heart disease, and 
arthritis, the National 
Governors Association 
wrote in a 2010 report. 
Obese adolescents are up to 
80 percent more likely to 
be obese as adults and will 
be at greater risk of health 
problems, the NGA report 
said.
